He also reports that to his '--now-ledge the copying of the 
trns scripts h: s been occupying some time, but he does not know the status of it, 
for he has nothing tc do with it. 

He agrees there can be significance in the high frequency of reference 
tc Gill (they have always believed ^ill has never completely levelled with them, 
st least on his knowledge of Ferrie), end he cannot conceive-of eny reel investi- 
gation of Ferrie, especially not one of this magnitude, without reference to 
Banister, particularly with so much reference to Jack ilsrtin.
